the newspapers kept the residents of 
the Unied States and Canada in con­ 
stant 
touch 
with 
the progress of 
events. 
The evening papers covered the 
various processions and ceremonies 
step by step each day through their 
numerous editions, while the morning 
papers on the day after described in 
detail the whole of the previous day’s 
proceedings that came piling in over 
special cables 
from 
correspondents 
all through tho night. 
The big news associations and the 
syndicate departm ents of the various 
New York dailies looked after the 
wants in coronation news of the ma­ 
jority of outside papers through this 
country, Canada and Mexico, which, 
as a result, although they were with­ 
out special , correspondents of their 
own, were able to give their readers 
a full account of all they wished to 
know on what was possibly the big­ 
gest news feature Europe has ever 
known. 
The American journalistic profes­ 
sion was ably represented at the cere­ 
monies by Whitelaw Reid, proprietor 
of the New York Tribune and United

who, visioning the things that were to 
be. borrowed from the California pio­ 
neers and named the halting place on 
the desert's edge “Angels.” 
The town had followed the shops as 
a sheer necessity. First and always 
the railroad nucleus, Angels became in 
turn and in addition the forwarding 
station for a copper mining district in 
the Timanyoni foothills, and a little 
later, when a few adventurous cattle­ 
men' had discovered that the sun cured 
herbage of the desert borders was nu­ 
tritious and fattening, a stock Ship­ 
ping point. A few of the railroad men 
transplanted their families, but apart 
from these Angels was a man's town, 
With elemental appetites and with 
only the coarse fare of the frontier 
fighting line to satisfy them. 
Farther along the desert came more 
definitely to its own. The rich Red 
Butte “pockets” began to show signs 
of exhaustion, and the gulch and ore 
mining afforded but a precarious al­ 
ternative to the thousands who had 
gone in Oil the crest of the bonanza 
wave. Almost as tumultuously as ft 
had swept Into the hill country, the 
tide of population swept out. For the 
gulch hamlets between the Timan- 
yonis there was still an industrial rea­ 
son for being, but the railroad lan­ 
guished, and Angels became the weir 
to catch and retain many of the leav­ 
ings. the driftwood stranded in the 
slack water of the outgoing tide. With 
the railroad, the Copperette mine and 
the “X-bar-Z” pay days to bring regu­ 
larly recurring moments of flushness 
and with every alternate door in Mesa 
avenue the entrance to a bar* a dance 
hall, a gambling den or the three In 
combination, the elemental appetites 
grew. 
It was during this period pf dry rot 
that the eastern ownérp of the rail­ 
road lost heart. Since the year of the 
Red Butte inrush there had been np 
dividends. 
At the moment of the 
moribund railroad's purchase by the 
Pacific Southwestern the desert was 
encroaching more and more upon the 
town planted in H# western border. 
In the height of Angels* prosperity 
there had been electric lights and a 
one car street tramway, a bank and a 
building and loan association attesting 
its presence in rows of ornate Vol­ 
tages on the second mesa, alluring bait 
thrown out to catch the potential sav­ 
ings of the railroad colonista 
But now only the railroad plant was 
electric lighted; the single ramshackle 
street car had been turned into a chile-

ship of the Ited Butte Western. 
Associated for some brief time in 
the real estate venture and hailing 
from the same far away eastern state 
and city, these two had been at first 
yoke fellows and afterward, as.if by 
tacit consent, inert enemies.
